To Monte Carlo Again 


ITH the New Year a tact, sporting eyes turn southward to Monte Carlo, for 
the January classic is once more imminent. This year the struggle promise 
to be keener than ever; the course is stiffer, the entry is star-studded, and 

the European winter can almost certainly be relied upon to play its part in making 
the Raliy a stern test of cars and drivers. It is a pity that the proprietary-engine 
exclusion clause has resulted in the omission of a well-known contending make trom 
Britain, but it must be admitted that the organizers were being forced into some 
such clause. Two things are, incidentally, welcome: one the re-entry of the 
Germans into competition, and secondly the participation of a police entry from this 
country 

A particularly satisfactory aspect of last year’s Rally was the fact that the winner 
was decided largely by the road performances, the special tests having a “ weighting 
effect between a mere five cars. Something similar should happen this year, because 
only a freak mild spell can prevent the selected routes from showing winter malc 
volence; and so far this winter the incidence of mild spells, widely spread across 
Europe, has been almost absent. 

The event has been extended a little, and as a result competitors will find that 
there will be at least some space in which to breathe the Mediterranean air. A 
careful watch, however, should be kept by the organizers in case the Rally spread 
over reaches a period that proves too long for competitors to remain absent from their 
normal occupations. These are busy times, and even this year entrants will find that 
full participation will mean about a fortnight’s absence—enjoyable, it is true, but 
not easily arranged. 

On the romantic adventure of the journey there is no need to enlarge. The 
mid-winter Rally has always been unique in this respect, and it is unlikely ever to 
lose its singularity 





ry. . 
I echnique— or Art ? 


WO articles in this issue discuss driving from differing aspects—one from the 
T point of view of causing minimum stress to the vehicle and its engine, and 

the other from the viewpoint of safety at very high speeds. At first reading 
they may appear to be contradictory. How, it may be asked, is one to go fast without 
introducing stress and rapid wear? 

The answer lies in the questioning title to this article, for there is no doubt that 
the ability to go fast without over-stressing the car is the hall-mark of the driving 
artist. Possessed of technique alone a driver may be fast and brutal; with art at his 
command his actions will have the sensitivity that goe« with the greatest drivers 
His will be the complete integration of driver and car that results, in higher spheres, 
in a win at Le Mans, where for twenty-four hours a car must be nursed in such a 
way that its constitution will just stand the enormous beating imposed upon it by 
continuous high speed. 

In normal motoring there is no chequered flag as a climax, but the attraction of 
a healthy bank balance. In consequence, the good driver will be thinking all the 
time in terms of minimum stress, and not the maximum bearable. Such thoug 
is perfectly compatible with high speed, high revolutions in indirect gears, and e 
rapid acceleration, for the quickly but judiciously opened throttle is usually mor 
efficient than the foot that pushes straight down on the floor. Indeed, the onl 
noteworthy casualties of high speed as a rule are tyres and brake linings, which wear 
out More quickly than do those of the potterer. As regards the engine, there is ro 
cause for worry about wear. The well-driven unit, revving happily at a good point 
on the torque curve, will always outlast the engine that is reduced to slogging point 
before an indirect gear is clumsily selected

book form, on the normal maintenance of a car, 

the points that need greasing, the care of the tyres 
and battery, indeed all that can be done in the garage. Less 
attention has been paid to what the driver can do to lengthen 
car life in handling on the road and what goes on in a car 
when it is at work. 

Engines are very highly stressed when going flat out, with 
centrifugal and reciprocating forces producing high bearing 
loads, and with cooling inadequate to take care of such 
local hot-spots as the valve seats. The careful owner’s 
answer to the classic question “ Wottle she do, Mister” is 
therefore “I don’t know. I’ve never tried.” That is gener- 
ally appreciated. However, it is often observed that— 
monstrous injustice!—the rapidly driven car outlasts that 
of the shopper and potterer.” There are good reasons for 
this; when not at excessively high speeds, engines are most 
stressed when staggering about at low speeds in high gears. 
Bearing loads are tremendous, side thrust of the pistons 
against the cylinder walls is extreme, and erratic running 
produces a series of “tunks” all along the transmission line 
‘These are hammer blows, producing pressures in tons, not 
pounds, per square inch. Bearings, gear teeth, splines and 
universals are being subject to hammer forces such as will 
drive in a nail which will resist any amount of steady 
pushing. Metal is bruised, oil films are squashed out. 

With good use of the gear box the happy mean can be 
adopted. As the general tendency is towards too late changes 
down and too early changes up, it is well to err on the side 
of what seems to be too much in the lower gear and is, in 
fact, about right. In particular, the change up from third

to top is often taken too early; and it may be ndted that 
a Ten will accelerate as quickly at half throttle on third 
gear between 20 and 30 m.p.h. as it will on top at full 
throttle, with lower bearing and other loads. Nor does 
keeping up the revs affect petrol consumption as might 
be expected, for m.p.g. is largely a matter of the amount 
of work done, as in raising so many tons up such a hill 
in such a time, not so much of how it is done. 

Here it may be noted that the engines of most small 
family cars are so geared that they pull best, and run most 
economically and smoothly at a speed on top of about 
30 m.p.h., with corresponding engine speeds on lower gears, 
a fact divined by many owners, with unfortunate results 
on main road congestion. Disregarding fuel economy, how- 
ever, the use of somewhat higher speeds seems to have little 
effect on engine and transmission life, and the owners who 
obtain such excellent figures as 60,000 miles and upwards on 
small cars before the rebore and main overhaul are often 
anything but slow drivers. 


Three Bad Things 


In the quietly driven car, over-cooling may be a great 
evil. It may result not only in poor m.p.g. through imperfect 
vaporization of the mixture, but also in dilution of the sump 
oil by three substances which ruin it as a lubricant. They 
are heavy ends of petrol (an unburnt paraffin-like residue 
of the lighter parts) and even pure petrol; condensed water 
(note the steam coming out of the exhaust on a cold morning 
and the dew on the engine, which is duplicated inside the 
crankcase); and watery acids, by-products of combustion, 
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which corrode cylinder walls and bearings. Great quantitics 
of these three things arrive in the sump, but fortunately the 
heat of the engine steams them off. 

It cannot do so, however, if the engine and oil are too 
cool, and though we cannot in practice control things so 
closely, 70 deg C is said by some experts to be the right oil 
temperature, warm enough to steam off water but not hot 
enough for severe burning, oxidation and sludging of the 
oil or the loss of thickness necessary for fat and cooling oil 
films in the bearings and a good oil pressure. Possibly the 
ideal would be oil normally cool and juicy, with occasional 
excursions up to higher temperatures, but in practice it 
usually remains constant within ten degrees or so 

The unblanked car in gentle service during the winter 
may, then, have a very diluted sump, and may require 
lecarbonizing too often. 


Starting from Cold 


Research has long since shown that tremendous wear 
takes place on the cylinder walls when starting from cold, 
oil being washed off the walls by wet mixtures, with subse- 
quent corrosion and mechanical scuffing and tearing, while 
on starting the sluggish oil circulation may in any case take 
time to reach the bores. In one engine this time was dis- 
covered to be two whole minutes. Imagine a piston running 
in a dry state! But they do, and with a special instrument 
can actually be heard squeaking. The choke, if it is not 
an automatic one, should be used in miserly fashion, and 
it is a fault on the right side if you stall the engine through 
being too mean. A thermostat, radiator blanks, a muff or 
a rug should be used to’cut the cold running period to the 
minimum, and until it is warm the engine should be kept 
running not fast but at a much smarter speed than a tickover 
Upper cylinder lubricant, graphited sump oil and fuel addi- 
tives, and also the cold start lubricator devices which inject 
oil into the mixture, are of value during this trying period, 
and prolong bore life. 

In normal running, apart from the initial period, a 
radiator thermometer is invaluable, and a sump thermometer 
is, too, for they record not only overheating but also over- 
cooling and give an exact idea of how much radiator should 
be blanked off. An older car not fitted with the now 
ubiquitous air cleaner should have one, for the volume of 
air breathed by an engine is so enormous that the small 
proportion of dust—some of which is vegetable and harm- 
less but some the deadly silica—amounts to a good deal 
in the engine. The modern oil micro-filters are much more 
effective than the plain wire gauzes which were once all 


The wind ag and undulating road of this nature requires that 
the car be kept rolling smoothly along, with frequent use 
of the gear box and correct placing on the bends 


that was provided, and they remove not only the tiny 
particles of dust and metal but also the carbon which ts a 
main ingredient of sludge 

Real gentleness in driving, not the mere avoidance ol 
jerks and crashed gears with which many are content, makes 
a car last. In particular, when everything is becoming worn 
the change-over from acceleration or cruising to overrur 
will cause, if it is done by just taking the foot off the throttle 
a transmission which is “wound up™ in one direction \ 
turn so rapidly and forcefully over to the other as to produc« 
hammer blows all along the line (here again we are dealing 
with tons per sq in). The same thing—perhaps even more 
so—happens on acceleration. It should be done more gently 
The throttle is eased, removing the driving torque, absorbing 
play along the transmission and establishing firm contact 
between the overrun sides of gear teeth, splines and joints; 
gentle bringing together of surfaces has replaced the hammet 
blows. Then, after what has been a mere fraction of a 
second delay, the throttle is fully released and the full 
braking power of an overrun engine brought into play. A 
similar process of gentle though not slow change-over from 
overrun to acceleration applies—the slight movement of 
the throttle to take up play and then as hard down as you 
like for acceleration. There is good reason to think that 
on a small car it does not pay to use the very expensive 
transmission and axle to save the very cheap brake linings 
Some drivers who obtain very long life from both engine 
and transmission go to the extreme of slipping into neutral 
even for a slowing down on entering a built-up area or for 
a red traffic light 


Clutch and Gears 


A clutch is similarly used. Starting from rest (always in 
bottom) and in general when taking up the drive, the smallest 
possible engine speed is used until the plates have gripped 
completely, and then the real acceleration can begin. It is 
a crime against the clutch to let it take up big differences 
in engine and road wheel speed, and, except when starting, 
the clutch faces should not rub each other at all. Indeed, 
good drivers can change gear without the clutch, relying 
on perfectly matching speeds of the gear teeth to be engaged, 
but the art is best learnt on somebody else’s car—on one’s 
own, small discrepancies in timing should be rectified by 
the clutch rather than the gears! 

On the road, observation of the average motorist will show 
that he introduces a thousand little checks which are un- 
necessary and a thousand times has to spend petrol and 
wear and tear in regaining speed. In family cars being 
driven with economy and long life in mind the cruising 
speed is moderate, and can be maintained up hill and down 
dale, round the open bends, past other vehicles on a clear 
road, all without the incessant jerky checks which are more 
of a nervous mannerism than a necessity. A cruising speed 
that cannot be smoothly maintained is obviously too fast 
for the driver, or the car. In particular correct placing 
on bends and accelerating gently round them assists pro- 
gress; this should not be regarded as the exclusive concern 
of the sports car, and in fact this kind of car, with its good 
balance and stability, is the only kind that does not really 
mind being cornered in a sloppy, wide swoop. On the 
straight it would be no exaggeration to say that most 
motorists alternate between slight acceleration and decelera 
tion. The aim is a foot which spends long periods with 
no movement at all, makes the smallest possible adjustments 
at intervals, and never bounces on poorer surfaces as the 
car bounces. It may be found a help to keep the side of 
the foot in contact with the trim panel at the side of the 
throttle. The smooth foot is a great means to petrol saving 
und much more liked by the engine than having its valves 
burnt out by excessively weak mixtures,

T all times the classic M.C.C. trials attract a large entry

THEME AND VARIATIONS 


IGHT now the Transport and Communications Pavi- 
lion in London’s South Bank section of the Festival 
of Britain seems to the layman a bewildering jungle 

of controlled confusion. Steel scaffolding tends to obscure 
the main features, and the pedestrian ramp up to the first 
floor winds away through a metallic spider’s web, looking 
for all the world like a bush track through pendant lianas. 
But the pavilion is well up to schedulé, and by May, 1951, 
when His Majesty declares the Festival open, its almost 
arrogant simplicity will be apparent, to be appreciated by 
the crowds making the grand tour. 

Unique is not too strong a term for its conception, because 
it has been designed round the exhibits and not as a build- 
ing in which the exhibits must come to roost as advantage- 
ously as they may. Consequently, the display will be 
coherent. And where will road transport figure in that 
display? 

There are to be five sections for transport—trail, road, 
air, sea and communications in general. The road section 
begins on the ground floor where the rail leaves off, and at 
this point the integration of road and rail will be stressed. 
It is piquant to speculate how far the influence of the 
Government has been exerted on the Council of Industrial 
Design at this particular juxtaposition. 

The C.O.LD. is, of course, the moving spirit behind the 
pavilion (and elsewhere in the Festival). This body is a 
power in the land after only a few years of existence—some 
might say too much of a power, in view of the natural

temptation to lean on a strong shoulder; too great a 
standardization of design should be deprecated. It is fair 
to say, however, that the C.O.1L.D. shows no desire to 
dominate, only to teach and encourage. 

We are, therefore, on the ground floor of the pavilion at 
the point of road-rail integration, where a goods vehicle of a 
specialist nature predominates. Let us now project our- 
selves forward into May, 1951. 

In the next section the passenger vehicle takes its place 
with an historical display centring on G. James Alliday’s 
1904 (1900-type) Lanchester. The choice is to be applauded, 
for Dr. F. W. Lanchester was a great virtuoso in car design 
who never received adequate recognition. Around the 
spidery ancestor are scale models of its descendants, includ- 
ing such splendid examples of functional design as the 
Prince Vauxhall, and dating up to the Morris Oxford 
of 1912, the typical product of the pre-1914 era of car 
history. Sharply contrasting with it is a ghost car of the 
present day, and parallel exhibits in the two-wheeled sphere 
are motor cycles and 

The wide range of British automobile design to suit all 
tastes is illustrated by extremes such as a Rolls-Royce and 
a Morris Minor, a Daimler and a Ford, standing side by 
side, and an appropriate setting for all these vehicles is pro- 
vided by the pictorial history of the road—in models and 
“flat” display (pictorial)\—from Roman times up to the 
projected South Wales motorway and the Severn Bridge, 
both of the future. The part of the National Physical 
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Laboratory in the design of the bridge will be stressed, for 
amongst other things the N.P.L. forms the guarantee that 
the unique Tacoma disaster cannot be duplicated on a night 
of high wind over the Severn. The story is worth re-telling. 
The suspension bridge over the Tacoma Narrows, in 
North-west America, began to vibrate in a gale like the 
string of an Aéolian harp. For once the malevolence of the 
inanimate object was self-centred, and the structure ulti- 
mately threw itself into the water below, its symmetry 
reduced to a frightening tangle of metal The American 
research into the disaster assisted the N.P.L. in its studies, 
aimed at preventing a repetition, and as the years total up 
during which the Severn Bridge stolidly spans the river 


below, the rightness of their joint conclusions will be proved. 

As the road grows out of history the traffic control neces- 
sary to it and safety, and road safety measures themselves, 
are displayed, and by this time we are ready to climb the 
ramp up to the first floor. The neighbourhood of the 
ramp is a focal point of car engineering, for it is here that 
current models (on a rota basis) are shown. 

Towards first floor level design and engineering are typi- 
fied under the heading “Mechanics and Method,” or

“Principles of Mechanical Movement.” Here a sectioned 
chassis represents the current ultimate, and flat display 
and models continue the theme. Styling—most con- 
troversial design point of the moment—results in the pro- 
minence of a car of good representative design, and this 
choice is one which will stimulate vigorous argument. We, 
the visitors, are left to decide how far the chosen example 
approximates to the esthetic and functional tastes of the 
C.O.LD. 

On this level we are projected still farther into the future. 
The Rover turbocar assists in the transition, which leads 
to the centrepiece, a postulated “private transport idea” 
for the next big step forward in design. It is not, the 
C.O.LD. emphasizes, the car of the future, but merely a 
specification to stimulate discussion. Its design—by three 
engineers who benefited by gas turbine advice from experts 
—is conceived with three objects in mind: visibility, 
manceuvrability and seating space, and it is, as might be 
expected, gas turbine driven. Besides drawings, there is a 
one-third scale model. This ramp section concludes with 
a pictorial display emphasizing the use of rubber in design 
and the work done by the Motor Industry Research Asso- 
ciation, whose back-room scientists find their indirect 
reward in modern long-lived bearings, smooth suspensions, 
and silky four-cylinder firing. - 

We are now on the south side of the east section of the 
first floor, brilliantly lit by the daylight through a high, 
glass wall. The end of this section nearest the ramp 
concentrates on racing and record breaking, and Goldie 
Gardner’s M.G.-engined record car is the focal point. 
Coming racing events may insist that this position should 
be occupied by the B.R.M., but such a decision cannot 
yet be taken for obvious and regretted reasons. In the

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Festival Traffic 


HE Festival focal points in London will naturally be the 

South Bank site and the Pleasure Gardens in 

Park, although elsewhere in the Metropolis there will be 
various Festival attractions. As a result, the traffic scheme for 
the Festival period is devised to easy access to these 
two areas. The basic feature is a ring route which is 
of such well-known streets as Euston Road, _ yz 
Holland Park Avenue, Fulham Palace Road, tney Bridge 
Road, Clapham Common North Side, Acre and Coldharbour 
Lanes (in Brixton), Tower Bridge Road, Commercial Street 
and City Road (East End). 

Entering this ring will be the various routes from the pro- 
vinces and Outer London. These will be signed throughout 
their length by capital letters prominently displayed, certain of 
which will lead to the Pleasure Gardens while others go to 
the South Bank site.

be “put over,” much as are film stars and haute couture. 
One could not but admire the taste of the surroundings, 
pillared and draped for the occasion, in which the newcomer 
was revealed to the eyes of the (Press) world; but for all its 
décor did it really help the car? 

At least one slightly hardened member of the Fourth 
Estate came away that day wondering whether he really 
liked the look of the new Mayflower on wheels, but none 
the less, cynic that he may be sometimes, he was eager to 
sample this newcomer of the unusual lines for its size of 
car, reproducing partly the square-cut style that has been 
so successful on its larger relative, the Renown As it 
happened, a year was to pass before that curiosity was 
satisfied, although in the meantime The Autocar was able 
to carry out the usual Road Test (April 14 issue). 

The aesthetic question was left at that for the time being, 
for quite often, as with people, has proper acquaintance 
revised initial opinions of unorthodoxy in appearance as well 
as those of road behaviour. The outcome, in due course, 
was exactly on those lines. 

One wet and stormy evening after the 1950 Show a May- 
— stood at the door, all but bearing a “Please try 

” label. No moment then for studying lines, but the 
occasion for plunging off, with rain lashing the windscreen, 
into a route riddled with tramlines—although many of these 
monsters have disappeared lately from London their spoors 
remain. A quickly registered impression was of the 
adequacy of the wipers and of the benefits of a wide, deep 
screen on a dirty night in London traffic. A colleague with 
whom countless times opinions of an ever-changing 
panorama of cars have been exchanged over the years took 
charge of it for the night and it was a day or two before 
the first opportunity came of trying the Mayflower on a 
main road run. Incidentally, we agreed initially that for 
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reasons practically impossible to analyse we found the car 
particularly easy to drive under adverse conditions at night 
and almost liked it better at night, which is unusual not- 
withstanding personal theories regarding night driving being 
on the whole the safer. 

Then it was taken over a main road route of some sixty 
miles into Sussex and back at night over an even better 
known road. Admittedly it was a week-day, there had been 
fog the previous night and, a good many drivers having 
apparently been scared off for the moment, the roads were 
clearer than usual. But that was not by any means the 
whole reason for the Mayflower’s time for the return run 
being as good as that of many a bigger and more expensive 
car. It held its 50-55 m.p.h. and went round the bends 
which are plentiful on this route a good deal faster in safety 
than, candidly, it had been expected to like taking them 

A spell of experience with it followed that gave exactly 
the desired opportunity of seeing the car in everyday con- 
ditions, in and out of London, standing about for hours 
while the Showtime round of dinners was coped with, and 
being under cover at night only as the exception. Now 
and again it would go on a real run, and always the average 
speed capabilities and standard of handling were good. 

There was one striking example of this side of the car's 
behaviour. From Surrey and Sussex and Central London 
it had ranged up to Huntingdonshire, the county of Crom- 
well and therefore not inappropriate to receive an example

of modern transport bearing a name linked with the 


seventeenth-century Pilgrim Fathers. 

The return to London over Al at night found it due to 
run in company with a car of 85-plus maximum speed in the 
hands of a colleague who is notable for exercizing a remark- 
ably agile right shoe and for being not among the slowest 
round the curves. We agreed to run south for some forty 
miles on England’s premier highway and then change cars. 
The Mayflower (Triumph) got away three or four minutes 
in advance while the other people dallied, and its driver, 
torn between putting on as much lead as possible and sym- 
pathy to a cold engine, awaited developments astern. Al 
was in its usual state as regards volume of “ heavies,” almost 
without exception as courteously handled as could be wished 
by that capital band of fellows who operate the “real” 
lorries on the trunk routes; it was raining slightly and there 
was a suspicion of mist. 

Within about the first ten miles bright lights rapidly 
closed on the now well accelerated Triumph and the other 
staff-driven car dashed past, its rays, arced by the mist, soon 
being lost round a succession of the remarkably tricky bends 
which the Londonwards end of the Great North Road mixes 
with some fine straights. The Mayflower driver was making 


good time, but as always happens in such circumstances 
he soon felt alone in the world and miles behind, pressing 
the inevitably unequally matched mount for all he and it 
were worth within the limits imposed by the weather. 
Came Eaton Socon, the Bedford fork and Tempsford, for 
those who know their Al, murky space mostly ahead and 
nothing else overtaking the Mayflower, which was steady 
at around the speedometer 60 and taking the long slopes 
in great style. 

Biggleswade and then a fast eight miles to Baldock, where 
the rendezvous had been made, and the weather by no 
means improving. The car ahead might have been a county 
away. Sharp right into Baldock, where the Royston road 
goes off, and just round the corner was the “other car,” 
being driven in the opposite direction. Obviously one was 
so far behind that a search party was setting off! But the 
actual facts were interesting. The always data-minded 
driver of the other car had set a stopwatch running on 
halting to await the arrival of the Mayflower and had then 
turned about in search of petrol. He stopped the watch on 
sighting the Mayflower and the interval proved to be— 
2 min 16 sec. Counting the starting advantage the smaller 
car had had, the fast sports type machine had picked up 
only five to six minutes in the best part of fifty miles. 

An insistent motoring conscience compels me to analyse 
the circumstances further and to stress the weather condi-

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tions, but even so the main advantage is to the Mayflower 
and in praise of its practical equipment. Its fresh-air type 
of heater and demister installation had given its driver good 
vision without any of the blurriness that is such a handicap 
to even an experienced driver; the other car had no such 
equipment and proved to be a bad case for misting up its 
glass. The weather conditions had prevented the quite 
fast car from using its top end more than once, though 
according to its passenger it had been doing quite nicely 
at intervals. 

It all went to support views already held concerning the 
small benefit that can be gained on the majority of journcys 
in this country from, say, a 20 m.p.h. potential advantage in 
top speed and even with a useful four-speed gear box, freely 
used, compared with a three-speed box as the Mayflower 
has. Perhaps this proved nothing, yet I cannot help feeling 
the reverse, knowing my driver of the other car, in spite of 
the difficulties of that particular evening. 


Three Speeds versus Four 


The subject of the three-speed box needs a further word 
or two: the instinctive reaction, especially with an engine 
of 1,247 c.c. with side valves and a total running trim weight 
of just over 19 cwt, with the extras of radio and heater 
system, is that four gears would be better. But in practice 
I am not so sure for average motoring purposes. Second 
on the Mayflower gives a comfortable 40 m.p.h—as much 
as most drivers ever use on an indirect gear. With four 
speeds, by the time some people have decided to come off 
top it is too late for third gear to be effective with a smallish 
engine, and it is a case for second. An intermediate ratio 
of 8.56 to 1 as in the Mayflower’s three-speed box will 
still cope when the change down has been left late. The 


driver who will make the most of the box would probably 
gain an advantage with four speeds, but the majority, no.

In any event, the 
Mayflower is excellent of its kind, light, easy and certain, 
with good synchromesh on all ratios, which can be seen 
as a distinct further asset of the ee plan, for pro- 
bably with four gears it would be uneconomic to give all 
gears $s at the Mayflower’s moderate selling price. 

It is not the present purpose to compete with the Road 
Test of the model that has already appeared. In a mileage 
exceeding 1,200, covered in the main in one driver’s hands,

tances, the Mayflower justified itself in relation to its in- 
tended place in the motoring scheme—that of the small car 
in engine size, with, therefore, the modest thirsts that go 
with such size, allowing 28 m.p.g. under mixed conditions 
of use, and yet in appearance and overall dimensions, as 
well as in the highly individual style of the body, one that 
is above the ordinary level of small car practice hitherto. 
It is not meant to put anyone connected with The Autocar 
on a pedestal when I add to its list of successes in staff hands 
the fact that three faster-than-average drivers found the 
all-round performance satisfying. Particularly did it endear 
itself to one for its relative compactness in the seemingly 
ever-worsening congestion of the London area and for i's 
parkability. Yet it is no tiny car, as the overall length ana 
width of 12ft 9in and 5ft lin make clear. 

At no time did it falter in firing from cold, even when 
left in the open overnight, though it was found desirable 
to return the choke control almost at once over part of its 
fairly considerable travel, otherwise over-richness developed, 
whilst if the final return was made too soon there was a 
tendency to stall. In main road running, as the experience 
quoted on Al demonstrated by implication, the'car corners 
well; on wet tramlines, with light loading, there was some 
tendency when power was applied, even on top gear, for the 
tail to slide and the rear wheels to spin mildly. The 
steering is reasonably geared, as a quick swerve to miss 
by inches a suddenly halted car in quite thick mist showed 
encouragingly in carly acquaintance, and the Lockheed 
brakes do what is wanted of them. The driving posi- 
tion is comfortable, the body and luggage space are roomy, 
and the equipment is good. The heater system (an optional 
extra) has already been given credit. The only surprising 
omission in a well-turned-out small carriage is an ashtray, 
whilst also a clock is not standard. 

To end as begun, on an esthetic note, without a twinge 
of misgiving it can be said that the Mayflower’s distinctive, 
even unique, lines grow on one after the car has been around 
the place for a time. Not everyone likes them and one of 
my colleagues told me after he had had the car in his 
hands for two or three days that no car he has used similarly 
since the war has attracted more attention and comment 
from the passer-by, specialized and entirely lay alike. The 
modern Mayflower is now being seen with some frequency 
on British roads and from the experience now gained of it 
in a diversity of conditions it is safe to assume "1 it is 
giving a great deal of pleasure to its owners. H. S. L.

motoring depends on the ability of the driver to think 

ahead. In the simplest form this ability is evinced 
in the glance under the chassis of a stationary bus in order 
to see if intrusive feet betray a pedestrian who is about 
to step from behind the bus in front of you. You have 
thought far enough ahead to envisage the possibility of a 
thoughtless pedestrian. ‘ So far so good. 

But that is by no means far enough for continuous and 
complete safety, especially at high speed. In this sort of 
motoring you must be two jumps ahead at least, and the 
farther you can think ahead of actual events the better 
driver you will become (unless the terrifying aspect of the 
future so intimidates you that you refuse to exceed 
20 m.p.h.). 

In the first place the eyes must reach out. At 30 m.p.h 
they are usually focused on a spot about fifty yards ahead 
of the car while still providing useful vision back to the 
bonnet and also over about twenty-five yards beyond the 
focal point. If something untoward happens beyond that 
distance (75 yards), there is an interval of time that is 
appreciable before anything drastic can happen to you— 
6.8 sec at 30 m.p.h., for instance, if the crisis occurs 100 
yards away Therefore one tends to drive at ‘‘ limit 
speeds scanning the field in the immediate vicinity of the 
car, as it were. The immediate vicinity is of little use, 
however, at say, 70 m.p.h. Fifty yards at this speed are 
covered in just over 1.4 sec, and in that time there is no 
period that can be reserved for decisions as to emergency 
action. In grimmer terms, if a dog runs out at fifty yards 
there is not much that you can safely do about it at 70 
m.p.h 

The eyes, therefore, focus farther ahead, probably at a 
point about one hundred yards beyond the bonnet. And 
where the distance up to that point was all-important 
before, it is only the farther section of it—from fifty to one 
hundreds yards, say—that registers consciously on your

retina now. Most of your attention is concentrated on the 
scene beyond the one hundred yards focal point, for you 
need to observe what is happening well ahead, your instinct 
telling you that at this speed it will take at least one hun- 
dred yards in which to stop (about 320 feet on an average 
surface and with good brakes). 

The eyes having gone off on their own, as it were, the 
driver is quite happy on the road that can be seen to be 
empty over a long distance. While such conditions pertain, 
he should not be capable of ‘‘ coming unstuck.’’ But really 
open road conditions rarely persist for more than a few 
minutes in this country, so that no driver should rest con- 
tent with eyes that have successfully coped with high 
speed. Imagination must help, and knowledge of human 
nature and vehicles, the whole adding up to intelligent 
anticipation 

Just One Lorry 


Let us see how intelligent anticipation applies to typical 
hazards. Take a simple one. You are driving along a 
straight road at 70 m.p.h. In the distance a lorry is coming 
towards you. What are the possibilities? 

The worst is that the lorry may not hold its course. An 
eight-wheeled leviathan, loaded to the skies, may safely 
be relied on to do so, because such vehicles cannot be 
thrown about like a dodge ‘em car; moreover, they are 
driven by the best of drivers. Safe enough, therefore, 
unless the lorry’s steering goes or the driver has heart 
failure. This is where nightmares start, and there is little 
need to go that far. Accordingly you meet it safely at 
70 m.p.h. (combined speed probably 1oo m.p.h.!) and 
that is that 

But if the lorry is a ramshackle one, loaded with house- 
hold effects and with three kiddies sitting on top of the 
chest of drawers, you might consider it wiser to slow down

You glance to the left, and across the hedges you see the 
reassuring outline of a Halt sign on the joining road. Going 
to risk it? I shouldn't. Lf you remember your local paper, 
you will call to mind the police court news, and a para- 
graph therein that usually reads: ‘‘ The following were 
fined {2 for failing to observe Halt signs "* There might 
be that kind of motorist coming up the minor road, so 
let your imagination go on the possibilities. 

The other car may stop, while its driver looks to the right 
and sees you coming. But you are a long way away, and 
he has not the faintest idea that you are doing 70 m.p.h 
His car won't put in a single mile above 35 m.p.h. and his 
subconscious therefore says to him, ‘‘ There’s plenty of 
time ; it would take me three minutes to cover that distance 
I'll easily do it.”’ 

Whew! Boy, hand me the sweat rag. 

The possibilities are infinitely variable. The driver of 
car B may be that dear little Mrs. So-and-so, only just 
taught by her husband, the vicar, to drive the 1935 Minor 
on parish visits. Timidly, Mrs. So-and-so has come up to 
the corner Not being very good at this sort of thing, she 
has stopped short, and her vision is worth only 150 yards 
down your stretch of the road. ‘‘Ah,”’ thinks Mrs. S., 
‘the road is clear, I'm sure. In any case, I just can’t bear 
having to let in that nasty clutch twice in ten yards. I'll 
risk it.’’ 

She emerges—in fits and starts because beginners’ clutches 
operate that way. Her eye catches sight of you coming up h 
for 1. on the right. Paralysis, and the 1935 Minor rolls to a

round the corner. Yes, 65 m.p.h. will see you safely round 
You brake slightly, the needle comes back to 60 m.p.h. and 
you accelerate hard into the corner. Best practice; full 
marks 

Unfortunately you forgot to reckon on Tony Hotshot 
coming the other way in his Superdiehard Tony also 
decided on 65 m.p.h., and he is on the inside of the bend 
It is true that he noticed the shine on the road surface, and 
remembered that his back tyres were a bit smooth, but he 
cheerfully and nitwittedly decided that he had the rest of 
the road to skid in. You catch sight of him ‘as his back 
end decides to part tracks with the front. Horrified, you 
throw out the anchors, and your back end does likewise 
It is a great pity that you did not foresee that 65 m.p.h 
left you no margin for braking in the corner, because the 
centrifugal force at 65 m.p.h. was already taxing the tyre

adhesion to the utmost, and when the shoes took hold and 
wrapped themselves round the drum you Jost that adhesion 

Again, not in the nightmare class; and also not in that 
class is the driver who decides to overtake a lorry on such 
a bend. (Did 1 hear someone whistling ‘‘ Everybody's doing 
It?’’) 

All this, as the man said as he folded up the morning 
paper, is pretty desperate stuff. But intelligent anticipa- 
tion is useful in far less hectic circumstances. Here is an 
example. You have come up to a town cross-roads guarded 
by traffic lights. Stopped at the white line ahead of you 
is a bus, leaving just room for you to squeeze in between 
it and the centre island. Should you go up alongside and 
pull away abreast of the bus? 


Appraisal 


Have a look at the conditions. Also waiting at the lights, 
and coming in the opposite direction, is an Allard, its direc 
tion indicator showing that it is going to turn right across 
your path ; indeed, the front wheels are already half locked 
over. The driver is giving the engine a rev up every few 
seconds, Grand Prix style—you can just hear the exhaust 
response. 

Better not go up alongside the bus. But why not? 

The Allard has terrific acceleration ; the bus hasn't. The 
Allard driver is, therefore, probably calculating that he can 
make his turn and get across ahead of the bus, thus neatly 
clearing everyone's path. But the bus driver will be getting 
away from standstill at that moment, and the sight of the 
Allard crossing ahead of him will almost certainly make him 
haul over instinctively to the right a little in order to skirt 
the Allard’s tail as it disappears The bus driver may 
remember you, but he may not, and as a result you may

get badly squeezed. The possibility does not arise if you 
rest content with the position behind the bus. 

Now the foregoing examples might be described as single 
stage anticipation. You have envisaged possibilities that 
may happen any day on the road. Now you must proceed 
to two-stage anticipation, where the eventuality is accepted 
and you proceed to work out your own course of action. 

Take Tony Hotshot coming round that fast bend. Tony 
skidded, having cluelessly decided that, as he was on the 
inside of the bend, he had the rest of the road to play in. 
He forgot that you or someone else might, not unreason 
ably, require that side of the road. Your single-stage anti 
cipation has seen Tony coming round the bend in a steady 
slide and drifting over to your side of the road, and your 
two-stage anticipation must work out your avoidance 

Take a look at the outside bank ; is there any way out 
there? In view of the substantial telegraph poles you 
decide not, although the kerb is not high. You are left 
with two main alternatives. If Tony appears you may be 
able to accelerate hard enough to clear him by going round 
his nose, although fairly certainly you will go into a skid 
yourself as a result. But getting out of a skid on your own 
is nicer to contemplate than involvement with the Super 
diehard. All set, then, for “‘ steering out of trouble.”’ 


Cutting-in 


The second alternative can also be foreseen. Tony will 
be drifting across the road to the outside of the bend, and 
if he corrects his slide he must go over towards the outside 
even more quickly. That means that the space between 
the Superdiehard and the inside bank will be increasing all 
the time, and if you do not go into the corner too fast you 
will be able to haul round on a sharper line and cut between 
Tony and the inside bank, swerving to the outside immedi 
ately afterwards, in case anyone is following Tony into the 
bend. This is the worst danger in this course of avoidance, 
but you note that the curve is a gentle one, enabling you 
to see some distance round it, and you also decide that 
anyone behind Tony, seeing his gyrations, will brake in 
order to avoid becoming involved with insurance companies 

So you take the bend ready for anything, and neither 
Tony Hotshot, nor Bill Smith and the lorry, nor the vicar’s 
wife, appear. Dash it, you could have got round at 70 
after all. 

I have treated this subject lightly, because the self-con 
fessed know-all (a cruel definition of a journalist) can 
speedily become tedious Likewise I have taken fairly 
extreme examples. But the idea is, I hope, clear enough. 
We must think ahead all the time, and the faster we are 
travelling, the farther ahead we must think. Doing so is 
quite absorbing, and periodically, as the eventualities which 
you foresee really do happen, with yourself primed to deal 
with them, you feel a great satisfaction at your contribu- 
tion to road safety. I would go so far as to say that such 
intelligent anticipation is the duty of every driver who 
decides to go fast, because the hard truth is that his vehicle 
is the potentially lethal one. The jay-walking pedestrian 
may cause accidents, but the fast-moving vehicles involved 
are the ones most likely to inflict injury on limb. M. B

T was about half-past twelve when I drove past the 

fuchsia hedges of Kyle of Lochalsh, and turning away 

from the Skye car ferry jetty, ran the car across the 
railway lines to halt beside the gleaming white paintwork 
of the Loch Seaforth. 

The loading nets were brought out and I ran the car on 
them. The crane swung over, the cables tautened with 
the strain, and the car settled neatly on the deck in the 
place appointed. The appears alarmingly casual, 
but casualness in the Highlands has a way of turning out 
to be a disguise for efficiency. 

Destination? Stornoway in Lewis; the Outer Isles, 
Innse Gall. Innse Gall was one of the old names when 
they formed part of the Kingdom of Norway, and means 
the Strangers’ Islands. Four hundred years the Norse 
held them and left their mark in place names and islanders’ 
seamanship. Regained by Scotland in 1266, the islands, 
even today, are still “‘strange’’ and intensely different 
from the Scottish mainland. 

We left a little late, in the afternoon, and set out along 
the narrow strait between Skye and the mainland, the 
Applecross hills rising red from the green of coastal crofts. 
We halted off Applecross and the little ferry boat came 
out—Applecross has no pier and the ferry tied up to the 
Loch Seaforth, which disgorged boxes and mails and crates 
of bottles. When the little boat was filled, the Applecross 
passengers were precariously loaded on top of the bottles. 
I was waiting to see them step on to them as the boat 
lurched, but all was well. We cast off and made for the 
open Minch. The Loch Seaforth purred through the grey 
water, for the sun had gone and squally showers were 
speeding across the sea, and her bow rose high as she faced 
the choppy waves. 

The long low outline of Lewis came into view and the 
mountains of Harris. Together they form the one island, 
the biggest of the small] islands off the British coast. 
Roughly about 60 miles long by 30, Lewis and Harris are 
the northern end of the chain that forms the Outer Hebrides 
—Lewis and Harris, North Uist, Benbecula, South Uist, 
Barra and the little islands south to Barra Head. In all 
the islands the roads are quite good (the only long untarred 
sections afe in Lewis and Harris), and the steamers to all 
of them carry cars. 

We came into Stornoway harbour as the herring fleet 
was putting out to sea. A rope slung across the road out 
of the harbour held back a crowd, for the event of the 
day is the arrival of the boat, and Stornoway folk make 
their evening walk down to the docks to see who comes. 
As the car was slung on to the pier, Stornoway looked on 
with interest, and began to comment on the vehicle's 
features in Gaelic, the English word ‘‘car” coming in at 
frequent intervals, so that one gathered the trend of their 
remarks.

Gaelic, of course, is the spoken language, and some few 
people speak English with difficulty or not at all. Storn 
Oway compromises and marks its main street names in 
both languages, so that anyone may learn that Mol a’Tuath 
is North Beach and Mol a’Deas, South Beach. In school 
the children study both languages, but Island English often 
uses Gaelic idiom. For instance, Gaelic has only he and 
she; there is no “‘it."’ So an Islander will speak of his 
loom as “* she.”’ 

From Stornoway the roads radiate like the spokes of a 
wheel. Southward to Harris, westward to Uig and Cal 
lernish, northward to the Butt of Lewis. Lewis itself is a 
huge peat bog, with small crofting villages upon the fertile 
land along the coast ; Harris is mountainous, so that little 
land can be worked except with the spade between the 
rocks. 

It is good country to drive in. I had heard stories of the 
badness of the Harris roads and the steepness of the 
hills, but they are not true. The Lewis folk seemed to 
take a pride in boasting of the badness of their roads and 
would not believe me when I told them that I could show 
them far worse tracks on the mainland! For all that, the 
untarred sections are a jolty ride, 
and high speeds are out of the ques 
hon. 

Nobody who has not seen the 
colourings of the Outer Isles would 
believe them ; the sea, so clear that 
you can see down to the sea floor 
from the hilltops; the long white 
sands; the blue fresh water lochs 
with their white water lilies; the 
chasing patterns of light and shadow 
on hill and moor. Or the machair 
(a plain), the grassy dune country 
behind the beaches, spangled with 
wild flowers all summer 

New housing is spreading through 
the Isles, but on the west side of 
Lewis I drove through villages of the 
old Hebridean type, long low “* black 
houses,"" in some of which the 
animals are still housed at the one 
end and the people at the other 
Looking down on their low thatched 
roofs, the scene reminded me of 
photographs of African villages. I 
saw women lighting fires outside to 
boil pots of water for washing 
clothes. Most black houses have 
chimneys and windows inserted now 
but in Lewis the old type without 
a chimney can stil) be found, the

smoke making its way out as best it can between the stones 
and through the low door. 

Peat is the universal fuel and, piled high on lorries, it 
was being brought in and stacked neatly outside each 
house. Islanders work hard. The cutting, drying and cart- 
ing of the peat alone mean days of hard, hand work; the 
smal] crofts mean more hand work. Between the rocks of 
Harris, for instance, the peaty soil is dug entirely by hand 
and made into raised ‘‘ lazy beds’’ on which potatoes and 
corn are grown. The beds, designed to give maximum 
drainage in the waterlogged soil, are too short and narrow 
to take any mechanical horse or tractor-drawn tool. Even 
on the better land, where the crofters work long strip 
fields, much of the work is still dome by hand, though 
ponies and tractors are also employed. 

Walk down a Harris or a Lewis street and you will 
hear the clack-clack of the looms making tweed. Usually 
there is a special house built for the loom and the floor 
has to be made exactly level. The machines look compli 
cated. One sits on a bench and pedals hard—an islander 
let me try—and the shuttles shoot to and fro. Pre-war, 
this type of loom cost-about £35, now they are about {75. 
Other weavers still use the slower old method of weaving 
by hand, and some still spin their own wool, though mostly 
both spinning and the final shrinking of the tweed is done 
by the local factories. Purchase tax is making tweed hard 
to sell, and the crofters, for whom weaving is the means 
by which they can just make a living on their croft, are 
worried for the future. 

I drove southward and over the hills to Harris, to the 
ancient church of Rodil with its wonderfully carved tombs 
of the chiefs of the MacLeods of Harris; I went westward 
to the stone circles of Callernish and the ancient broch of 
Carloway ; and by a rough route to Uig, whose sandy bay, 
backed by the mountains, must be one of the finest in 
Britain 

Islemen are friendly people. They will give you food 
without thought of payment—the old Highland style of 
hospitality. Many have travelled far, for the Isles breed 
seamen, and they are easy people to talk with 

I gave a lift into Stornoway to an old lady in Hebridean 
dress of dark full skirt and shawl. She thanked me with 
a kind of blessing, apparently translated from the Gaelic, 
and to the effect that I should have a successful journey 
through the island and return home in safety. 

The isles are full of surprises. Stornoway I had regarded 
as a rather scrappy little port, with a rank growth of new 
houses spreading from the old town on the seafront where 
the herring boats tie up, close packed; boats with odd 
names like Handsome and Home Rule, Maggie MacLennan, 
Sickle and Radium. But Monday night there was a sudden 
burst of music and the town pipe band, splendid in tartan, 
marched down the street between the shops and the herring 
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St. Clement’s church at Rodil dates from the 16th century.

the door is peat smoke—there is no chimney. 


boxes. All summer, once a week, they play outside the 
town hotels for an hour, taking each hotel in turn. 
Stornoway people appeared in little groups on the pave- 
ment; the herring boats went chuntering out to sea, and 
the pipers marched and counter-marched, the country 
buses jinking past them. 

And the pipes played again when I loaded the car back 
on to the Loch Seaforth for the night sail back to Kyle 
Some cadets were off to camp, and thé pipers brought them 
down, halting on the pier and playing there as the sky 
darkened, and the bright lights of the ship shone down 
on the cargo of mails and milk churns, herring boxes and 
whatnot to be loaded. Somebody, rather drunk, broke 
into an interminable Gaelic song, sung in a high-pitched, 
nasal voice; small boys scurried about; the last of the 
herring boxes went into the hold. I started the engine and 
ran the car on to the loading nets and, at half-past twelve, 
the Loch Seaforth cast off and headed out to sea. 

In a bright, sunny dawn we sailed into Kyle, the sun 
shine glinting on the tops of the mountains and the valleys 
yet in shade. A good country this, of the Scottish main- 
land, and yet, and yet... 

When you have once been to Innse Gall, to the 
Strangers’ Islands, to the Outer Isles, there is nothing that 
can hold you back from them. They reach out after you 
across the Minch, and you know that some day you will 
have to return to Stornoway: of the pipers and the boxes 
of herring and Uig of the shining sands.

TURBOCAR FORMULAE 
Air Consumption Rating Limits Fue! Automatically 


[63052.}—Your correspondent Mr. G. Roesch [63027] is un- 
duly sorrowful regarding the proposed method of rating turbo 
cars. Furthermore, he should not preface a recital of his grief 
by the statement, “ At a time when the need for foresight 
is so necessary,” which, all too artlessly, implies that the pro- 
posal is lacking in foresight. Such an implication is quite un- 
merited by its sponsors the R.A.C. (our national body) and the 
F.I.A., the international organization 
Apparently he objects to a simple formula, but is there any 
specific virtue in complexity? No doubt it was deemed desir- 
able to find a formula sufficiently simple to permit verification 
on the road or test track and to discard any method involving 
stripping the unit or resort to laboratory technique or instre 
nentation for checking 
; he serious in suggesting that the intake of fuel will be un 
accounted for if the potential intake of air is controlled? Un- 
doubtedly, he is aware that fuel cannot be burned without air, 
that combustion can be effected completely only at the stoichio- 
metric ratio of air to fuel, and consequently an upper limit 
placed on air consumption automatically furnishes an upper 
limit to fuel consumption. Below this classification limit design, 
quite rightly, is completely unfettered. If he should have any 
illusion on this matter perhaps he will explain why it is that to 
burn more fuel in a particular engine in order to obtain a higher 
output it is essential to use a supercharging compressor to cram 
more air into the engine cylinders 
Of course, in a gas turbine the greater part of the air taken 
in is used to lower the temperature of the combustion gases and 
not specifically for the combustion of fuel, but this does not 
affect the general principle. Any increase in the proportion of 
air available for combustion can be achieved only by skilful 
design and better heat-resisting materials 
This need to take in and compress air for internal cooling is, 
in part, responsible for the lower thermal efficiency of the 
turbine. It constitutes a specific difference between the inter- 
mittent-operation piston engine and the continuous-operation 
gas turbine and indicates that a common method of classifica- 
tion can be applied to the two types of power unit only if a 
compensating allowance is made. To limit the “maximum rate 
of fuel consumption for a given power,” as your correspondent 
suggests, would place a crippling handicap on the turbine in 
ag any ep with a reciprocating engine 
en for vehicles equipped exclusively with power units of one 
or ot ther of the two types, What kind of a Grand Prix race could 
be run if fuel consumption rates were limited for a “given 
power”? There would be no possibility of increasing output 
‘ the “given power” and consequently advantage would be 
sought by paring down vehicle weight and, conceivably, by 
lowering safety margins. That would not indicate the way to

EEDLESS to say, The Scribe was 
one of those who participated in 
the recent trials by this journal 
of various American cars with auto 
matic transmission. Before I drove 
them, I should have been prepared to 
say that they were all right for those 
who wanted them, but This type 
of meaningiess remark ts, in fact, quite 
expressive, but the cars themselves 
completely nullified it.

In contrast, two other Italian crev 
headed by Pozzi and Baron Borracco. are 
using normal Aprilias. There are several 
American cars, including a Chevrolet 
driven by Paul Vallée, who is well known 
for his sponsorship of Talbot cars in 
international Grand Prix racing.
